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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIETS Report Spring Sowing Progress. The U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Moscow reported that spring sowing has begun in earnest in the 
USSR. On April 18, the Soviets issued the first weekly seeding progress 
report for the 1988 crop which showed that small grains and pulses were seeded 
on 9.9 million hectares, and the planting of potatoes, vegetables and cotton 
also was underway. Last year, when spring was delayed, small grains and 
pulses were seeded on only 6.7 million hectares as of April 27. 


IRAQI Barley Market Could Disappear in 1988/89. The United States 
could lose its barley export market in Iraq in the 1988/89 marketing year 
(June/May) if Iraq has a more normal 1988 barley crop which would reduce 
import demand. Iraq, a somewhat erratic barley importer over the past 10 
years, is not expected to import any barley in 1988/89. To date, U.S. barley 
exports to Iraq during 1987/88 total about 250,000 tons. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


THAILAND'S Broiler Production Up Sharply in 1987 but Profits 
Declined. Thailand's broiler production totaled 487,000 tons in 1987, up 13 
percent, according to preliminary estimates from the U.S. agricultural attache 
in Bangkok. This continues a pattern of rapid growth that has seen production 
increase nearly 50 percent since 1983. During the first part of 1987, 
producer returns were favorable because feed prices were low and demand was 
favorable. However, during the fourth quarter of 1987, feed prices hit record 
highs due to short corn and soybean crops and that caused a considerable 
tightening of producer margins. Those tight margins have continued in early 
1988, and are expected to keep 1988 production near the 1987 level.
